DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art found do not teach, or fairly suggest a 
device for sterilizing packages that includes a rotatable carrier unit having a separating 
member and at least one package carrying member where the carrier unit rotates 
between a first position and a second position. In the first position the package carrying 
member is located in an outer chamber and adapted to return and receive one package 
where the separating member separates the inner chamber from the outer chamber. 
Also; in the second position the carrier unit has rotated and displaced a package into 
the inner chamber and the separating member separates the inner chamber from the 
outer chamber. 

Regarding claim 23, the closest prior art found do not teach, or fairly suggest a 
method for sterilizing packages that includes a rotatable carrier unit having a separating 
member and at least one package carrying member where the carrier unit rotates 
between a first position and a second position. In the first position the package carrying 
member is located in an outer chamber and adapted to return and receive one package 
where the separating member separates the inner chamber from the outer chamber. 
Also, in the second position the package carrying member is located in the inner 
chamber and the separating member separates the inner chamber from the outer 
chamber.
